Applicants' response of July 21, 2009, to the Action on the Merits of this case mailed 
April 21, 2009, is acknowledged. It is acknowledged that no claims have been cancelled or 
added, while Claims 1-6 and 14-17 have been amended. Claims 1-17 are pending and are hereby 
reconsidered. 

Examiner's Amendment 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Claims

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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

All allowable claims, Claims 1-17, are limited to the isolated polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 
2 as well as isolated nucleic acid molecules, vectors, host cells, and methods of making the 
encoded protein of the nucleotide sequence of SEQ ID NO: 1 or encoding the amino acid 
sequence of SEQ ID NO: 2. The utility of said polypeptide, as having amidase activity, is 
credible based on the following. A amidase protein was isolated from Arthrobacter sp. 
KNK1 101 J using D-phenylalanine amide as a substrate (Example 1; pg 8). Peptide sequences, 
derived from the N-teminal and an internal fragment, were used to clone the encoding 
polynucleotide using PCR (Example 4). A polynucleotide encoding said N-terminal and internal 
fragments produced a protein having amidase activity that hydrolyzes D-phenylalanine amide 
(Example 7) and racemic phenylalanine ethyl ester (Example 8). Said enzyme activity has 
utility in the production of amino acids.
